thieves took away with them the time 
looks but overlooked two packages 
of currency containing J4.000 which 
liail boon propairtl for transmission

.onviile and various other currency. 
Jimmy marks are visible on the rear 
window and a long thin tool and a 
cord with a fishhook on the end of it 
was left behind by the thieves.

Getting away with $15,000 In cold 


cash, burglars made a good haul from 
the First National bank in Daytona. 
Monday night, according to the fol- 
lowing story in the Daytona Dally 
News: 


The First National bank of' Daytona 


was burglarized at an early hour this 
morning, the thieves obtaining in ex- 
cess of $15,000 and 
bonds 
in 
an 


amount at present unknown. 


It appears that the thieves entered 


from a rear window of the bank after 
forcing an opening, it then seems 
that the burglars were acquainted with 
the combination as this method of 
opening the vault was used. An old 
savings bank book of C. M. Waterman, 
with the name partially obliterated, 
contained, according to officials of the 
bank, the combination, which 
had 


been scratched in. 
This book also 


gave certain dimensions of the bank's 
building, etc. 
Official!) believe that 


one of the burglars has at some time 
or other had occasion to do certain 
work m the vault; possibly working 
on the time lock, and at this time he 
obtained possession of this old sav- 
ings book and used it for the purpose 
of recording the combination, etc.

The burglary is quite evidently the 


work of accomplished crooks as they 
were able to carry into the bank a 
piece of log weighing in the neighbor- 
hood of 100 pounds, which was rein- 
forced with rubber hose, apparently 
for the purpose 
of 
deadening 
the 


-ound. Tiiib piece of log was used for 
the purpose of bmasiiing in the inner 
safe 
."ituatcd 
in 
tho 
vault. 
The 


thieves took away with them the time 
locks but overlooked two packages 
of currency containing J4.000 which 
!iad been prr-paicd for transmission 
l-o the Florida Xational bank of Jack- 
.onviile and various other currency. 
Jimmy marks are visible on the rear 
window and a long thin tool and a 
cord with a fishhook on the end of it 
was left behind by the thieves. 


These were used in severing the 


electrical alarm cords running into 
the vault. 


The vault which was robbed 
has 


electrical steel lining and alarms man- 
ufactured by the American Banker's 
, 


Protection company, ot 
Minneapolis, 


Minnesota. 


Among the bonds stolen it is known 


that some arc the Volusia county road 
district bond, but the amount extract- 
ed is at present unknown. 


The bank officials, very promptly, 


early this morning, arranged for a- 
large amount of currency to be ship-

ped them which arrived this evening, 
the shipment being made by its Jack- 
sonville correspondents, the Florida 
National bank. 


It is understood the First National 


bank is fully protected by burglary in- 
surance. Cashier W. E. Sullivan de- 
i hiring this very emphatically

morning. Cashier Sullivan lives over 
the bank, with his family, and he was 
awakened this morning about 3:30 
and he and his sons William and Owen

proceeded to load their shot guns. 
However, after visiting the bank, they 
eventually came to the conclusion that 
there was nothing to the awakenment 
and they were not cognizant that tho 
bank had been burglarized until later 
on in tho morning when the bank was 
opened for business.

FLORIOA CANAL PROJECTS 


It will be remembered that the en- 


gineers' surveys on the Intracoastal 
route between Beaufort Inlet, North 
Carolina and 
Key West, Florida, 


stopped at the St. Johns river and da* 
cision as to any route beyond that riv- 
er was deferred for later investigation 
and report. 
There are two possible 


routes, one following the coastal thor- 
oughfares from a point near the mouth 
of the St. Johns river all the way 
through to Biscayne bay, the other 
proceeding up the St. Johns river to 
a point near its source and thence by 
a cut overland rejoining the coastal 
thoroughfares about half way down 
the coast line. A supplemental report 
was recently filed by Cols. Langford, 
Kelly and Ladue, adverse to the pur- 
chase of the existing canal, the con- 
struction of a canal over a parallel 
route, or the present maintenance of 
such a waterway by the gavernment 
on the ground of insufficient commer- 
cial or military use. This report Is "^ 
now waiting action by the board of 
engineers for rivers and harbors. At 
the annual meeting of the Florida 
East Coast Canal association, which 
was held at Fort Laud'erdale Novem- 
ber 14th and 15th. resolutions were 
adopted requesting the board of en- 
gineers for rivers and harbors to post- 
pone final action on this adverse re- 
port until such time as residents of 
Florida, desirious of securing an im- 
proved water route, can prepare a fit- 
ting answer. The resolutions declare 
belief in the ability of an adequately 
and properly maintained inland water- 
way along the East Coast of Florida 
o add materially to the development 
of the territory and, by savings on 
transportation charges

FLORIDA CANAL PROJECTS 


It will be remembered that the en- 


gineers' surreys on the intracoastat 
route between Beaufort Inlet, North. 
Carolina and 
Key West, Florida, 


stopped at the St. Johns river and de- 
cision as to any route beyond that riv- 
er was deferred for later investigation 
and report. 
There are two possible 


routes, one following the coastal thor- 
oughfares from a point near the month 
of the St. Johns river all the way 
through to Biscayne bay, the other 
proceeding up the St. Johns river to 
a point near its source and thence by 
a cut overland rejoining the coastal 
thoroughfares about half way down 
the coast line. A supplemental report 
ivas recently filed by Cols. Langford, 
Kelly and Ladue, adverse to the pur- 
:hase of the existing canal, the con- 
struction of a canal over a parallel 
route, or the present maintenance of 
such a waterway by the gavernment 
on the ground of insufficient commer- 
cial or military use. This report Is 
now waiting action by the board of 
mgineers for rivers and harbors. At 
he annual meeting of the Florida 
Jast Coast Canal association, which 
ras held at Fort Lauderdale Novem- 
>er 14th and 15th, resolutions were 
adopted requesting the board of en- 
gineers for rivers and harbors to post- 
pone final action on this adverse re- 
port until such time as residents of 
Florida, desirious of securing an im- 
proved water route, can prepare a fit- 
ting answer. The resolutions declare 
belief in the ability of an adequately 
and properly maintained inland water- 
way along the East Coast of Florida 
to add materially to the development 
of the territory and, by savings on 
transportation charges 
on
